OPERATION SUCCESSFUL. 


London, June 24.—2:46 p. m.—The 


following bulletin has been posted at 
Buckingham palace: - 


"The operation has been success- 


fully performed. A large abcess has 
been evacuated. The king has borne 
the operation well and is in 'a satis- 
factory condition." 


GBAVE CAUSE FOR ANXIETY. 


London, June 24.—5:02 p. m.—In 


conversation with a representative of 
the Associated 'Press this afternoon, a 
high government official said -there 
was undoubtedly very grave cause for 
anxiety. His latesft information from 
th© palace was (that the king (had suc- 
cessfully passe* the chloroforming 
Stage, but nobody could say definitely 
for the next twenty-four hours how 
matters would turn.

shal, the duke of Norfolk, issued the 
following notice: 


"The earl marshal has received <the 


king's commands to express ihis maj- 
esty's deep sorrow that owing to his 
serious illness -the coronation cere- 
mony must be postponed. TSie cele- 
brations in London will in conse- 
quence be likewise postponed, but it 
is the king's earnest hope 'that 'tihe 
celebrations in the country Shall be 
held as already arranged."

London, June 24.—The sudden an- 
muncement of .the postponement of 
;he coronation, just on the eve of the 
ceremony, caused the utmost con- 
sternation, everywhere. The news 
•pread -like. wild-fire. 
The tens of 


thousands of occupants of the streets 
suddenly stood still under tihe sud- 
len s&ock 'and gazed, at one 'another 
n silent dread of what might come! 
nexit. 


On Saturday and Sunday 
society 


was discussing the reports of the 
king's illness and though the circum- 
stanitiality, detail and sources from 
which -they came precluded entire 
disbelief there was a disposition to 
doubt the stories, and when .the posi- 
tive, categorical denial was officially 
issued they -were dismissed as being 
unfounded. Haemorrhoids, apoplexy 
and lumbago -were 'a few of -the king's 
maladies discussed in the clubs and 
drawing rooms, and those discussing 
them recalled the stories of ihow the 
king quite recently reiterated 'Ms be- 
lief that he would never live to be 
crowned.

In thia'sermon Dr. Talmage talks 


to the young men and women who 
are just graduating from schools and 
colleges. "Congratulations for Grad- 
uation Day," is his topic and his text 
is from Numbers, vi., 24: "The Lord 
•bless thee." 


Last week I received au invitation. 


It came from pne of the large col- 
leges of the east, and it read thus: 
'•The president, trustees and faculty 
of Princeton university request the 
pleasure of your company at the ex- 
ercises to be held during commence- 
ment week." That was all the word- 
ing- the square 'card had on it; yet 
those itwenty-three words had for me 
an absorbing interest. 


That invitation attracted me be- 


cause it was sent 'by one of my old 
Sunday school scholars. As I held 
the square card in my hand, I seem- 
ed to be standing again in ithe sacred 
room of the dear old Second Presby- 
terian church in Pittsburgh I could 
see this young man, then a little iboy 
an short trousers, sitting at the feet 
of his teacher. I could hear the 
swret voices singing' old songs we al- 
ways loved to sing. As I read be- 
tween the lines of that invitation, I 
soliloquized: "How .time does slip' 
away! My Sunday school scholar is 
now a grown man. Willie's name 
has been changed to William. He is 
no longer a child. Graduating from 
one of the greatest universities of the 
world, he is about to step forth to 
the battle of life, a fully equipped 
recruit. He is about to take his posi- 
tion by my side in the ranks. We 
must hereafter look upon each other 
as brothers." 
GRADUATION REMINISCENCES 


Then, as I still read thait invita- 


ttjon, my study room changed ag-ain. 
... 
: seemed to be a thousand miles 


away. I was walking through the 
long corridors of memory. It seemed 
to me as though I had gone back to 
the time when I myself, gowned and 
capped, was marching with the sen- 
ior class to participate in the scenes 
attending my own graduation. 
The 


classmates who were then seated by 
my side, have all scattered. 
Some 


are ministers, some lawyers, 
some 


doctors, some electricianSj some mer- 
chants and some soldiers. They are 
living- in the north and the south, 
the east and the west. Some are 
dead. That graduation scene was n 
sad itime for many of us. 
^College 


affections are very strong. 'We young 
men knew that we should never be to 
each other the same again. 


Then, as I sat in the quietude of 


my study, with the hopes and anxie- 
ties of my own graduation day pass- 
ing1 in review -before me, I said to 
myself: "I wonder if some of the 
young people whom I know and love, 
who are graduating from -school or 
college this June month, would not 
[like me to come and sit by their side 
and tell them what the commence- 
ment exercises truly mean in their 
lives." I -wondered, as I sat there, 
holding1 that invitation in my hand, 
if I could not at this critical time of, 
their lives, say something to inspire 
them, to nerve them, and to encour- 
age them not only with faith, iu 
themselves but also with faith in 
God. 
And I bowed my head over 


that white invitation, and made this 
simple, earnest prayer: 
"Oh, God, 


help me to say something that may 
be helpful to the young people who 
are graduating this spring- and about 
to buckle on the armor of life. Oh, 
Christ, may I foe able to bring my 
young friends nearer to thee, so thou 
shalt bless them. May this plea bn 
answered in the noble lives of these 
young men and women, which .shall 
he consecrated to thee aud thy ser- 
vice. For Jesus' sake I ask it. 
Amen." 


A CRITICAL EPOCH. 


I congratulate .the young men and 


women who ore graduating from the 
different higher 
institutions this 


June, 
because now the 
-financial 


struggle which many have under- 
gone for the sake of an education, is 
practically over. Here and there, a 
young man who receives- a college 
diploma may be the son of a rich 
father. He may have had, during his 
scholastic career, no ambition. 
He 


may have gone through school and 
colleg-e merely because his rich, par- 
ents compelled him to go. He may 
have spent most of his time in idle- 
ness, and only worked enough to just 
Blip through the different examina- 
tions by what is known in •college 
as "cramming," with the aid of a 
tutor. But such a young man. does 
not represent the great mass of col- 
lege graduates. 
For most young 


men and women, the acquiring of a 
•higher education has been a struggle 
—an awful financial struggle. Most 
of the college graduates come from 
humble homes, and the education of 
these young men and women repre- 
sents 
intense 
sacrifice 
lasting 


through many years, not only on 
itheir own part, but also on the part 
of their loved ones. 


Let us study, as an illustration 


the .past life of the young man wh< 
[this year is graduating- at the head 


of his class at Yale and Harvard, or 
the University of Michigan, or the 
University of Nebraska. In all prob- 
ability, he was born in a farmhouse 
The family was comparatively poor 
In raising 
enoug-h money to send 


him to college, his 
mother broke 


down her health. 
The sisters foi 


years have -taught school or worked 
in the factory to put him there. The 
father, to put him there, dismissed 
the hired man who once helped' upon 
the farm. The boy himself has had 
to ring- the chapel bell; to work dur- 
ing the hot months of summer; to 
wait upon the college dining room 
table; to tutor backward students; 
to work night and day in order to 
stay there. Few people realize what 
the struggle of getting- a colleg-e edu- 
cation means for the average young 
man, except those who have them- 
selves participated in that struggle. 
One day, a classmate was looking- 
very blue and depressed. I said to 
lira: 
"What -is itihe matter? Has any- 


thing: gone wrong?" 
"Yea," he an- 


swered, 
"something 
has 
gone 


pr:ng, and 
awfully 
wrong. You 


mew f.ither and .mother do 'not dress 
pery well. As I went around in tihe 
tomes of .tlie different boys, and saw 
LOW well thair parents dres-sed, I be- 
;an to be ashamed of my 
pa.: 


wardrobe. Lately I have been up- 
braiding: father 
for 
wearing- such 


shabby clothes. Last night, I again 
asked him to get a n&w suit. 'Why, 
'ather,' I said, 'You Slave not 'bought 
i new suit 
for three years, and 


mother's dress .is so old, and has bean 
mode over so many .times, that -the 
nesdle marks 
moke the clafch look 


ike a wire netting-, all full cif 'holes.' 
Wifch ithot my father 
'turned and 


ooked Jit me. Tears came into his 
yes as he said: 'Harry, I am sorry 
•ou -are ashamed 
o-f 'the way your 


mnthe-r and I dress; -but, .my boy, I 
have net very much nwney, and it is 


r-d to get along. We do noit dress 
well as we might, because we want 


you and your younger 'brother ito be 
fble to g£< 'On education at college. 
Harry, we do not dress poorly from 
ohcice. We are doing it for you and 
Tharles.' Wihy, Talmag-e," added 
iy classmate, "I felt so badly when 
realized all (that my father and 
[Other were doing for me that I 
•eptiand sobhad like a. little child." 


A MOTHER'S DEVOTION. 


To show what a struggle a ihigher 
duca-tion might mean, the president 
if Hampton and Sydney college once 
old ithis incident: Many years ago, 
wife and mother was left a widow 


with four or five little children to 
suppoi't. Tihe dead father's* wtish was 
o have his eldest -son. follow his foot- 
iteps into the pulpit, -and rbe >a Gos- 
>al minister. 
Ths mother was lefit 


jenniless, with a large family upon 
lei* hands. The wisJh of the dead 


:ther seismad hopeless; tout the 


mc'ifher went to wc;rJc. She scrubbed, 
he sewed, she struggled. She made 
ler boy sltudy iiigiht and day. She 
mahed him .through the preparatory 
cfcool. 
She fitted 'him for. college. 


Affcer , awhile, -tihis .hoy was able to 
lelp himself .a: little,.but the mother 
till had to bsar the "brunt of tthe bat- 
le. The young man eatei-Ed college. 
He passed .through his four years of 
:tudy -and came to graduation. He 
irer-t to the president of iSxe institu- 
tion and asked if his mother could sit 
by his side when he graduated. The 


ideiit, who knew of 'her nctble life, 


gladly consented. • When tthe day of 


wuduation came, bhe wealth and 
ame of some of the nc'oleot families 
aibouit the region of the college town 
were gathered witihin the 
college 


vails. The exercise? waa-t on .until 
hey readied the climax. The vale- 
dictorian was about to make his ad- 
dress. This young man, the son of 
he poor widow, st&pped forward. He 
wa.3 not only a brilliant scholar, who 
ha;d captured every first prize in his 
class, but he was a natural ibom ora- 


Wifch his first word a husfli fell 


upon :the assembled 
audience. 
At 


times his voice was AS low and eweet 
3 the .singing birds making love ito 
eacih. other in ithe harvest fields. 
Again that voice rolled and swelled 


LS though the storm clouds were 
crashing together, after the fcrked 
lightning- had hurled its bolt amd 
ripp&d open tlie heart of a mighty 
tre3. 
At times the stiletto of the 


tongue of denunciation cut and 
slashe:!; then the message cf love 
would sob and plead. Wihen the per- 
oration was finished the bouquets of 
flowers began to fall as the apple 


-.-sO'ins tumble at the shaking of 


the winds. The you-ng 'man 
g>atih- 


erei up ithe bouquets and piled them 
into the lap of the little old woman 
prematurely aged by overwork, who 
sat 'tihere in her faded gown. As he 
threw those flowers into her lap, he 
said, "Mother, t'hey are 
yours. ] 


have done but little; you lhava don- 
everyitMn'g." Then when the presi- 
dent of the college came forward and 
presented the valedictorian with a 
gold medal, which had .been voted t 
him by the faculty (because he had 
graduated with/ the highest nverag 
ever -held by a Hampton <and Sydney 
student, the young man. turned ani 
pinned this medal upon the bosom o 
the faded dress of the little old wo 
moai, as he said, "Mother, that meda 


is yews; it is all yours. Yau wen it 
not I." 


So, as I see you young men and wo- 


men coming up to graduation day, I 
see other faces behind yours. I see 
those whose sacrifices have made this 
scene possible. I congratulate yo\ 
that for you the hard financial strug- 
gle of gcitting an education is over 
I congratulate you -that the long; an< 
a i duo us strug-g-le of your lovad ones 
in your behalf is also over. I con- 
gratulate you, because now you can 
go forth, in the strength of God, to 
accomplish something in this worid 
by the pcwer of education. You can 
pay back, in a good, pure, trite, suc- 
cessful life some cf the 
rewards 


which -the old folks, your -brothers, 
find sisters, and friends have a -righ.1 
to expect an. account of what they 
have done for you; and I congratu- 
late you further because you can net 
only repay them iby the results in 
your own life, but because you con 
now help your younger brothers and 
sisters to 'be educated as you yourself 
were helped. 
VALUE OF COLLEGE TRAINING. 


Again, I congratulate you, young 


June graduates, because while your 
Intellect has bean trained and mould- 
ed by the expert minds of a college 
facility, your hearts have been spir- 
itually influenced and helped, during 
ill these years, .by the prayers and 
:ihe encouragement of godly parents. 
In this age, for .the specialization of 


it, it is absolutely necessary for 


a young anaii to have a 'higher educa- 
tion. The land is so filled with col- 
ages 'and high schools and institutes 
of technology 'and schools of all sorts, 
[.hat the young man. who lus no edu- 
ction 'or a sadly-defective 
one, is 


mightily handicapped in the race of 
life. 
All the different p&srbions of 


influence will be 'naturally filled by 
those who have the best training, 
ust as those who graduated from 
West Point: naturally rose to be tihe 


military leaders of tihe civil 


war. Here and there we might find 
a great volunteer general, like John 
A. Logan, or Alfred Ho-we Terry, or 
JTelcon. A. Miles, 'but after.-all, sudh 
meoi were the exceptions. Grant :and 
L-se, Sherman and Long'street, Jack- 
on and Sheridan, Beauregard and 
ffeia.de, Polk and T-hcraas, Jchnson 
and Hooker, were <ail graduates of 
West Point. Iu 'this >age of many 
schools and colleges, I would no more 
hink of sending any boys' .forth into 
ife's faa:ttle without -a higher educa- 
ion than I would expect one of them 
.0 become a physician wttac.ut on'teir- 
uig a m'eiiical school, or a lawyer 
vit'hout studying- laav. 


But, 
my young friend, a man who 


s limited merely 'to a mental 'educa-1 


tion is only half educated. The man 
whose intellectually developed brain 
s not ballasted by a morally devel- 
iped heart ie 'heading towards cer- 
ain1 shipwreck. 
The 
sharper the 


knife that is placed in the hand of 
a little child the easier it is for that 
;hild to do itself an injury. Aaron 
Burr was an intellectual giant, but 
Aaron Burr's wasted life was cau&ed 
>y a heart thatwas morallybedwarfed 
iy sin. 
Thomas Paine had one of 


he greatest brains ever placed within 
he skull of a man, 
hut Thomas 


Maine's heart was so diseased by sin 
.hat he was a drunkard, a reprobate, 
and a practical 'outcast. Lord Byron 
'drank every cup of fame, 
drank 


sarly—deeply dran-k-r-drank draughts 
vhicli might have quenched the 
ihi-oats -of millions, and then died of 
vretchedness," because his heart -was 
noral'ly diseased. It is absolutely 
necessary for every young an:an and 
woman, in order to have a h'appy and 
successful life, to have a truly devel- 


:'d Christian heart, yoked to a truly 


developed intellectual brain. 


PARENTAL DEDICATION. 


Now, 
young people, while the uiii- 


•ersity teachers have been developing 
your brain, in oil probability 
the 


moral teachers, like your Christian 
father and miother, and .sisters; and 
oved ones, have been, 
developing- 


your heiart. By your training and 
your past religious life you know 
what is right and what is wrong-. 
On the day when, as a young man, 
James Harper left the place of 3xis 
Dirth, in. Newton, Long Island, his 
mother placed 
her hand1 upon his 


head and said: "Jimmy, you 'are 
now about to go into the great, wide 
world to make a success or a failure. 
Remember, my boy, you go from- a 
Christian home, and do not disgrace 
it. If you disgrace this home, 're- 
member, that on the great day of 
judgment before God I shall witness 
against you, -and tell God that you 
were brought up right, and dedicated 
by our .prayers to His service, and 
that you went to destruction of your 
own accord." 
You know 
just as 


much what you morally ought to do 
as Jamea Harper knew what he mor- 
ally ought to do. 


So, on this graduation day of June, 


I congratulate you young people be- 
cause you have had such competent 
teachers to develop your intellect 
and I also congratulate you because 
you have had such 
efficient mom 


teachers to develop your heart. You 
were rocked in a Christian cradle 
You were started forth with Chris- 
tian prayers. There has never been 
a day in all the time you have been 
away to college that your father 
the family 
altar did not make a 


morning prayer something like this 
"God 
bless and protect and guard oui 


boy and girl at college. God (make 
John a good man. God make. Sara] 
a good woman." Tour mother, kneel 


ing by his side, would say, ""An; 
amen! God bless my absent son aud 
my absent daughter."' 
There was 


uot a week in all your college life 
when you did not receive a letter from 
home. 
Perhaps your 
professor of 


belles lettres 'might say they were 
poorly written, but Christ would say 
they were beautifully written letters. 
In those letters your mother always 
wrote about her Saviour, and she al- 
ways' penned a sentence something 
likefithis: "My dear boy, remember 
that when, you are studying about 
the ancient Greeks •and Romans, you 
must not forget to read your Bible 
and study about Christ. 
I would 


have you know nothing but Jesus 
only rather than have 
you know 


everything that worldly 
scholars 


liiigh't want you to learn, if thereby 
you would neglect to know about my 
Christ." 


A MOTHER'S TOMBSTONE. 


To show how much a young man 


ought to appreciate the moral train- 
ing of his old hcme, as well as tlie 
intellectual training 
which ks re- 


ceives at college, the late J. Sterling 
Morton, who was once a member of 
Mr. -Cleveland's cabinet, placed this 
epitaph upon the tombstone of his 
dead 
wife: "Here lies Caroline 


French, wife of J. Sterling1 Morton 
and mother of Joy, Paul, Clark and 
Mark Morton." Then the father took 
his f our sons to the grave of his dead 
wife, and said: "Boys, your mother 
s buried; here. If anyone of you does 
anything dishonorable or anything 
of which she would be ashamed if she 
were alive, I will chisel your name 
from her tombs-tone." And so, ad- 
dressing1 you in 'the same spirit in 
which Secretary Morton1 .spoke to his 
four sons, I now say to you, "Young 
men and young women, remember 
the teaching of your .parents, who 
.rst gave the right direction to your 
.sat't and nature, and as- you would, 
not dishonor them by ignoring their 
moral teaching, so I" beg of you, d'o 
lot intellectually dishonor or disgrace 
pour alma matter ifrcni whose walls 
you tire being graduated today." 


Again I congratulate you, young 


>eople, because hereafter 
you are 


about to 'have the inspiration of 
daily rewards. It is a hard task for 
a young man 'to work for something 
that 'is to happen) ten, -twenty, thirty 
rears hence; to work for something 
li'a-t is to take place sto far away that 
t SEemsJ as though the1 fact will 
never happen; to work for something 
n the way -that a young "-man pays 
iis first life insurance premium. 
I 


auppose my personal experience in 
getting insured is ifchat of almost 
every other young, m;an. .When I 
•ook out a twenty-year tontine life 
insurance policy I felt as thoughi I 
was paying for something* which 
would happen at the end!-.•of eternity. 
I paid my first -premium very grudg- 
ng-ly. I paid the second in itihe same 
way. At the third year I was 'al- 
most readiy to surrender tthe whole 
policy. But as the flying years be- 
;an to go 'over my headi as <a flock of 
migrating bird's. I began to see thalt 
-he 'twentieth year -was imt ts& far 
iway. Now, -the last 'investment I 
vould be willing to sacrifice is ithat 
twenty-year life insurance policy. 


So the young student who -works at 


his studies is sometimes willing to 
slight the-m because graduation! day, 
ike death, seems t:o "be far away at 
the edge of the horizon. The more 
the student works the further -gradu- 
ation day seems to recede. But, my 
young friends, from now on you 'shall 
,ee tihe direct returns •from your daily 
abors. You shall 
be able *o -get 


•our payments for work day by 'dJay 
and week by week. You sh'adl have 
daily rewards and your successes will 
give you daily inspirations. 


But there is another side to this 


thought As you are hereafter to get 
your rewards if you do right, so, if 
you neglect to do your duty, you 
shall also receive swift punishment. 
Heretofore you were only looked up- 
m as a minor, a child. If you did 
anything wrong in the .past, the 
world was very apt to pardoi* you, 
saying: "Well, it was the action of 
a silly boy or girl. The wrong was 
merely the result of a college prank." 
But from now on, young graduate's, 
remember, the world does not look 
upon you as boys and girls. "You are 
full-fledged men and women. 
As 


Eull-grown men 
and 
women, you 


must take your positions in life, and 
do a full man's and a full woman's 
part. And if you do wrong from now 
on, the -world will neither forgive nor 
forget your errors. 
Oh, today, as 


you must now begin to do a full 
man's or woman's work, I pray you, 
seek the help of God in whom your 
father and mother trusted, and who 
is able and ready to help you also to 
perform well your part in the battle 
of life. 


THE FLYING YEAiRS. 


An aged writer once figuratively 


declared: 
"The longest half of a 


man's earthly life is that in which 
he lives before twenty years of age 
is reached." I think that statement 
is true. 
Wo matter whether a man 


lives to be seventy, eighty, ninety, 
or even a hundred years old, the 
longest half of life is that which he 
passes during the first twenty years. 
When we were young, time seemec 
to have leaden feet. Time, like a 
snail, would crawl. It never walk- 
ed, or ran, or flew. To a little boy 
the last week before Christmas is al- 
most endless. Every seodnd has the 
! longevity of an adult's ihour. > Th« 


week eeeius as long- as tlie AV*I. 
adult's year. 


But as we grow older, the years 


seem to have seven-leagued boots. 
They grow so fast that they almost 
seem to be born with gray hairs. To 
the man in active life, January seems 
almost to tread upon the heels of De- 
cember, and spring aud 
autumn 


seem to -be twin sisters. My young1 


friends, though you may hardly be 
out of your teens, yet in the sense ii 
which I speak, you have already 
lived half of your life. During that 
first half, you have had a hard strug- 
gle to get an education. At times 
you were almost in despair. Tut in 
answer to your m ather's and fath- 
er's prayers, and also to your own, 
God always came to your rescue. 
You were able'to get through some- 
how. 
Here you are at graduation 


day. 
So, in the latter part of your 


life, if you trust 
Gtod and do your 


best, he will surely see you safely 
through. 
You are going to have 


troubles, and hard troubles. You 
are going to stumble over the hill- 
ocks of new-made graves. You fii'3 
g-oing- to have injustices practiced 
upon you. But if you will place your 
hand in the Divine Father's hand. 
He will never let you go. 


He is able to deliver, as well as to 


guide. To illustrate this truth, Dr. 
[Jewton, the noted English divine, 
used to tell a wonderful story of

ittle German village of Ragenbach. 
One day, a number of people were 
gathered in the large room of the 
village inn. As the party was mer- 
ry-making, suddenly a huge dog ap- 
peared at the open door—the only 
door which afforded, egress from the 
room.

-would not let go until all his friends , 
were saved. Then he flung the mad 
dog into the room, where the brute 
was afterward shot. 
The brave 


>lacksmith then went to his shon 
and took a long-, strong chain. 
He 


•iveted oae end of that chain aboiit 
iis body and the other end about the 
anvil. Then he turned to his friends 
and said: "Now, I am. safe and can 
do 110 harm. 
Bring me food' aud 


vater while I live. Keep out of my 
reach when I am mad. The rest I 
eave with God." 
Soon the awful 


paroxysm 
of 
hydrophobia 
was 


clutching at his throat. In nine days 
;he brave blacksmith's agony 
was 


ended. God has made it possible for 
us all to live right for time and for 
eternity, by sacrificing his only he - 
gotten Son for us. 
As the village 


blacksmith died in the chain which 


had rivited to his own body, so 


Christ died for 
us upon the cross 


which He Himself 
carried to Cal- 


vary. 


Now, 
my young friends, wiho are 


about to graduate this June day,. I 
commit your earthly and heavenly 
ifo into the protecting care of your 
Divine Pather. And as your days of 
earning are not closed, but have 
just commenced, as you go from col- 
.ege into the great School of Life, I 
bid you perform your tasks well. If 
you will do this by .the power of the 
Holy Spirit there shall icome a day 
when you shall be participants in an- 
other graduation scene.

LANDIS AND CLARK GRAPPLE 


CLARK SAYS WAR WAS PORCED 


BY THE DEMOCRATS. 


LANDIS SAYS DEMOCRATS RAN 


PASSAGE BECOMES LIVELY AS 


IT PROCEEDS. 


"Washington, June 24.—Some rou- 


tine business was transacted in the 
house today prior to the resumption 
of the debate on .the Philippine civil 
government bill. Bills were passed 
to establish a sub-port of entry at 
Naco, Ari.jto appropriate $3,000 an- 
nually tor the support and mainten- 
ance of the permanent international 
commission -of the congress of navi- 
gation; to authorize, rthe director of 
census to compile statistics regard- 
ing irrigation. 


A GENERAL ONSLAUGHT. 


Mr. Ball 
(of Texas), the 
first 


speaker on the Philippine civil gov- 
ernment bill today, made a general 
onslaught upon the republican poli- 
cies. Taking Pecksniff as 'his text, 
he tifrorged1 the president and tihe ad- 
ministration with hypocrisy. If the 
president would dissolve the firm of 
"Havemeyer, Root, TVood, Thurber 
& Co." and strike a blow e>t the 
sugar trust by agreeing to accept the 
house Cuban reciprocity bill, 'he said, 
the bill -would pass the senalte by the 
aid -of .a solid democratic vote in 
twenty-four nours. The responsibil- 
ity for -tflie failure to do our duty by 
Cuba, 'he insisted', rested upon the 
presid'ent. 


Turning to the question of trusts, 


ho also charged1 the aJdminisJtration 
with -hypocrisy upon that subject. 


"Has 
the 'gentleman read Mr. 


Bryan's comment upon the democratic 
haMiiony dinner in New York?" asked 
Mr. Olmsted (of Pennsylvania). 


•WOULD NOT ANSWER. 


"I decline to answer su'dh an im- 


pertinent question," replied Mr. Ball, 
amid republican, laughter. 


"What is your remedy for trusts?" 


asked Mr. LitJtlefleld (of Missouri). 


"To place all trust-made products 


on the free list," responded 'Mr. Ball, 
"to d^riy trusts the po-wer of inter- 
state transportation and use of the 
mails and to inaugurate <ain adminis- 
tration: -which -will resoitfc to .penal 
statutes and not injunctions in the 
prosecution' >of trusts." (Democratic 
applause.) 


In charging the 'democrats "With 


assailing it3i« army in the Philippines 
Mr. Ball charged that the republicans 
were hypocritical. 
"Like hyenas," 


said -he, "you go down into the grave 


to slander the armies of the south 
and of the north to try to make the 
Americans believe the soldiers of 
both armies -were guilty of tli« sort 
of atrocities thaJt occurred in the 
Philippines.

speech, in support of the policy of 
retaining the Philippine islands. He 
drew a touching picture of the death- 
bed scene of a soldier who died in his 
town last October and wbo said to 
Mr. Landis before n* died: "We sol- 
diers who served in the Philippines 
do not want to liave it said' in it3ie 
years to come, 'We followed a retreat- 
ing flag.' » 


In that utterance, Mr. Landis said, 


was the ftrue pnilosopny of the situa- 
tion. "And," 'he added, amid repub- 
lican applause, "it 'Will not be said 
in the years to come tliat our brave 
boys followed a retreating flag." The 
democrats, 
he proceeded to argue, 


could not shift from their shoulders 
their share of the problem that con- 
fronted the country in the Philip- 
pines. Tliey urged on the war "with. 
Spain and1 they (helped to ratify the 
treaty -which gave the Philippines to 
the United States.

BRYAN ATTACKS GROVtR CLEVELAND 


Lincoln, NeUj June 24.—The ab- 


sence of "W. J. Bryan from the demo- 
cratic harmony dinner at New York 
is pretty well explained by s state- 
ment given out by Mr, Bryan last 
evening commenting on the dinner. 
At the outset Mr. Bryan says there 
is no such thing as democratic har- 
mony where former President Cleve- 
land is concerned. He says: 


There can be no such thing as 


harmony between 
men like ihini 


and those who believe in demo- 
cratic principles, and he is frank 
enough to say so. He spent no 
time looking1 for middle ground 
upon which to gather together dis- 
cordant elements. He boldly called 
upon the members of the party to 
abandon their convictions and ac- 
cept the construction which he 
places upon democratic principles. 


He put his brand upon tihose mho 


sat at meat with him. Having as- 
serted that hia democratic faith 
compelled 'him to leave the party 
(or resulted in his banishment), he 
descried the banqueters as sharing1 


in that faith. 


He secured, his nomination in 


1892 by a secret bargain with the 
financiers; 3iis committee collected 
from the corporations and spent 
the largest 
campaign 
fund the 


party ever had; he filled his cabi- 
net -with corporation agents and 
placed railroad attorneys on the 
United States bench to look after 
the interests of their former cli- 
ents. He turned the treasury over 
to a 'Wall street syndicate, and the 
financial 
member of his 
official 


family went from "Washington to 
•become the private attorney of the 
man who forced (P) the treasury 
department 
to sell him govern- 


ment bond's tit 105 and then resold 
them at 117. 
He tried to prevent 


the adoption of the income tax pro- 
vision, he refused to sign the only- 
tariff reform measure passed since 
the war 
and while thundering 


against the trusts in his message 
did even less than Knox has done 


to interfere with tiieK high-handed 
methods. 


If we are to have reorganisation, 


Cleveland 
himself should accept 


the presidential nomination. 
It 


would be due him; his reinstate- 
ment would be poetic justice to hint 
and retribution to those whose 
democra*tic 
conscience 
revolted

Such was the duty of the 


Pennsylvania company. The Penn- 
sylvania company did not perform 
the duty imposed upon, it by the law 
of the state of JUinois, It failed! to 
set up the bankrupt's right to 'daim

besn -generally 'held that if the pro- 
ceedings in tlieir nature'are ex inaTte, 
aiid the defendant is not served with, 
notice, and the gamishee is aware of 
the fact that .the property1 or credits 
in his hands are exempt, it then, be- 
comes the duty to dis&lose snch. fact 
and interpose 
-the defendant's ex- 


emption lights, otherwise the pay-

Pennsylvania company cannot suc-

The court must deem the attachment 
null and void and the wapges due the 
bankrupt wholly released and dis- 
charged from the same. 
The adju- 


dication having rendered the judg- 
ment against the bankrupt and the 
Pennsylvania 
company null and 


void, it must "be treated as a nullity 
whenever 'and wherever drawn, 
in 


question. 
The judgment having- 


been rendered null and void by the 
adjudication, if the plaintiff in that 
judgment should procure the justice 
of the peace to issue an execution 
against the Pennsylvania "company, 
the plaintiff, the justice and the con- 
stable to whom the writ was deliv- 
ered would be wrong- doers, and if 
the property of the company were 
seized 
on 
such 
execution, 
they 


would be liable to an action as tres- 
passers. 
The property 'Of the bank- 


rupt is in the custody of the court 
and it is the duty of the court to pro- 
tect it until its final disposition."
